KANSAS CITY 00-Kansas City 
and environs are digging out from 
under 15 inches of snow today aft­ 
er 
the 
worst 
blizzard 
in 
46 
years. 
The storm left 17 dead in Kan­ 
sas, Missouri, Iowa and Illinois 
as it whipped northeastward last 
night. 
It left IO to 12 inches of snow in 
southeastern Iowa, northern Illi­ 
nois and southern Wisconsin be­ 
fore blowing itself out along the 
Great Lakes. 
Most of the deaths were attrib­ 
uted either to accidents on slick 
roadways or heart attacks after 
shoveling snow or bucking drifts. 
There were three in Kansas, 
five in Missouri, three in Iowa 
and seven in Illinois. 
The s t o r m 
concentrated 
its 
worst punishment on an elipse 
straddling 
the 
Missouri-Kansas 
line and bounded by Topeka, Ran., 
and St. 
Joseph, 
Lexington and 
Butler, Mo. Topeka is 68 miles 
west of Kansas City, St. Joseph 
is 55 miles north, Lexington is 40 
miles east and Butler 70 miles 
south. 
Most of this area got at least a 
foot of snow. 
Odessa. Mo., 38 
miles east of Kansas City, had 18 
inches. Kansas City’s 15 was the 
greatest snow depth since a two- 
day, 25-inch storm in March 1912. 
A frigid paralysis still gripped 
the Missouri-Kansas area today.

Snow drifts up to six feet deep 
blocked 
five 
major 
highways: 
U.S. 36, U.S. 24, U.S. 40, U.S. 50. 

Other main arteries 
were reduced to one-way traffic 
in spots. 
The snow let up in Kansas City 
at 5:40 p.m. a f t e r 26 hours. 
Thirteen inches fell in the final 
12 hours, an all-time record. Wind 
gusts up to 40 miles an hour 
whipped it into drifts and cut visi­ 
bility at times to less than a 
block. Temperatures were in the 
low 20s. 
Main thoroughfares here were 
packed trenches only two lanes 
wide b e t w e e n high ridges of 
plowed snow at the curbs. Most 
side streets still were impassable, 
cluttered with abandoned cars. 
Downtown h o t e l s overflowed 
with stranded suburbanites. 
Forecasters 
reported 
a 
new 
snowstorm brewing in the West 
and said it might hit southwest 
Kansas tonight. 
While the storm was virtually 
spent, snow continued to fall in 
the vast area bounded by the Mis­ 
sissippi River and western Ohio 
and the southern Great Lakes to 
Kentucky 
and Tennessee. 
Snow 
activity was expected to dwindle 
to flurries and gradually end to­ 
day in the Ohio Valley region. 
A 5-inch snow briefly tied Chi­ 
cago in knots but the wet snow 
quickly turned to slush. Traffic 
returned to normal along major 
streets.

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Single Military Command Exists 
c ;

The most heavily-applauded statement in 
President Eisenhower’s Chicago speech was 
his promise to take personal command of 


the reorganization of the military' command 
setup in Washington. 


His listeners may have been moved by a 
fact specified in the Constitution but ignored 
by everybody with IO cents’ worth of opinion 
about military reorganization—that the presi­ 
dent of the United States has the ultimate 
power of command over the armed forces 
of the United States. 
While members of Congress fume and fum­ 
ble over theoretical schemes for eliminating 
rivalry 
and 
stand-offishness 
among 
the 
denizens of the Pentagon, always with a view 
to asserting legislative authority over the ex­ 
ecutive department, the Constitution declares 
that the president can do everything it would 
be necessary to do. 
He is the commander-in-chief. He can de­ 
mand all information necessary to enable him 
to perform his executive duties, including that 
of being the nation’s principal military of­ 
ficer. 
It was widely supposed when Mr. Eisen­ 
hower became president that his military 
background would qualify him as an out­ 
standing expert in handling this responsi­ 
bility. Yet, at the end of five years in the 
presidency, the five-star general who was 
able to coordinate the Allied forces in Europe 
during World War II admits he still hasn’t 
licked the problem of military' coordination 
in Washington. 
The fact is that no one ever licked it. Presi­ 
dent Truman said it had got out of hand in 
World War II. Every senior military com­ 
mander in the field at the end of World War 
II was convinced of the necessity of im­ 


provement. While the fighting forces remote 
from Washington achieved an advanced de­ 
gree of unification under fire, there was no 
let-up in the bickering of the chair-bound 
brass in the Pentagon. 
The first order of business at the end of 
the war was military reorganization. But the 
salt* circumstances that created the problem 
blocked a clean-cut effort to solve it. The 
reorganization bill enacted in 1947 called for 
military coordination at the highest command 
level, instead of reorganization up and down 
the line. 
The question is whether Congress could do 
any more than this if it tried again now. 
The question more to the point is whether 
Congress again should go through the motions 
of trying to reach a single-minded decision 
on a many-sided question that is essentially 
a problem for the commander-in-chief. He 
could work it out systematically over a pe­ 
riod of years with whatever blanket authoriza­ 
tion Congress might need to give him to 
insure its cooperation in making military 
appropriations. 
There have been periods in American his­ 
tory when being commander-in-chief of the 
armed forces of the United States was the 
least of a president's responsibilities. This is 
• >t one of them. 
Military expenditures are now a dog-wag­ 
ging tail in the nation’s budget. The country 
is continuously embroiled in all-out cold war, 
a battle for survival only slightly less costly 
than all-out hot war would be. 
Dwight Eisenhower’s 
personal 
attention 
should be riveted on the toughest responsi­ 
bility of the presidency until the armed 
forces have lived down their hurtful reputa­ 
tion for bickering at the expense of the na­ 
tion’s security.

Many Americans, we feel certain, were 
made unhappy by Monday night’s Republican 
politicking on television, because they had 
given no thought to the fact this is the year 
for another congressional election. 
They had thought of it, variously, as the 
year to catch up to Russian satellites, to re­ 
organize the Department of Defense, to snap 
out of the business recession, to improve 
the school system, or to institute a new 
weapons system based on rocketry. 
Perhaps they had thought of it in less im­ 
portant terms — the year to paint the house, 
go to Yellowstone, or pay off the mortgage. 
But they had not realized that in partisan 
politics it is the year for a Republican ad­ 
ministration to fight for majorities in both 
houses of Congress and for the Democratic 
majority to fight back. 
Politics has been made to seem trivial 
compared with questions of survival, the dy­ 
namic thrust of Russian science, misgivings 
about U.S. education and uncertainties about 
a worldwide slowdown of industrial activity. 
Yet, politics never is trivial in the United 
States, whose government survives on a 
steady diet of stress and strain fed to it 
by a two-party system. With blessedly rare 
exceptions, the “loyal opposition” in Wash­ 
ington is faithful to its functions. Calls for 
unity, which in reality are calls for suspen­ 
sion of judgment, are rare. 


No Pride Involved 
The great thirst for knowledge that is new­ 
ly fashionable in the United States adds 
punch to the claim that the government 
should translate all Russian material it can 
lay its hands on. 
No pride is involved in taking advantage 
of Russian research now — not since it was 
revealed that precious information a b o u t 
Russian satellites had been contained in Rus­ 
sian publications which never were translat­ 
ed after they were sent to Washington. 
This is part of the ticklish subject of gov­ 
ernment secrecy being investigated by Con­ 
gress. There is a kind of “setting-hen” men­ 
tality in government, as there is in every 
organized effort, which instinctively wants to 
sit on everything it can cover up. 
These 
chicken - minded people are going to bear 
watching now that knowledge for knowledge’s 
sake is being deemed not only respectable 
but imperative. 


The Once Over 


Dear Harry Truman: I don’t know whether 
you should give up walking or talking but 
you are not presenting a hit parade picture 
in tour “off-the-cuff-while-on-the-hoof” slams 
at a president of the United States in an hour 
of crisis. The impression is even worse when 
it is realized that you were president in a 
time of tough going and should know what 
an ordeal it is, especially in the face of 
dead-cat throwing.

ance I would suspect it was somebody try­ 
ing out for vaudeville. You do it with such a 
jaunty, life-of-the-party mood that ifs not 
easy to think of you a: a popular former

question his ethical right to remain 
silent and still rule the nation’s

THIS LABOR DOMAIN has long 
been hidden behind solid sheets 
of silence — despite scores of 
court actions which the member­ 
ship has brought in the past 20 
years. 
These actions have sought, for 
example, in one southern local, 
to learn what happened to a cool 
million dollars in dues. Another 
local in Northern California was 
looted of $100,000 
through 
real 
estate manipulations by some of its 
officers. 
Local officials everywhere from 
California to the east coast, from 
Chicago to the southland appear 
to 
have 
developed 
either 
an 
allergy to keeping records or dis­ 
closing information to the mem­ 
bership 
Literally scores 
of millions 
of 
dollars have thus 
been 
handled 
over the years. Memphis, where 
rebel groups have made s u c h 
charges and substantiated them, 
will soon be visited by McClellan 
committee investigators. 
It sounds fantastic, but no one 
except Brother Maloney and a 
few accountants seem to

Patriotism Or Pork?

If the eerie screams of political 
medicine 
men 
and 
the porcine 
squeals of special interests go on 
for a few more weeks and 
the 
President’s patience can hold out, 
a time will arrive for him to read 
the nation a blasting lesson 
in 
simple patriotism. 
For simply because he has eli­ 
minated a few stops on the route 
of the gravy train he is being ac­ 
cused of strangling the nation’s 
progress and neglecting its essen­ 
tial resources.

A NOTABLE commentator finds 
everything wrong with the budget 
requests. He bewails the absence 
of a federal 
school construction 
progress. But never, and I am a 
regular reader of his comments, 
over the past three years has he 
presented anything to justify such 
aid except the phony figures of the 
Bureau of Education. 
He also bitterly complains about 
“no new starts on water resource 
developments.” 
But 
I 
doubt 
whether he has been west of the 
Mississippi River in 15 years ex­ 
cept to go to the San Francisco 
convention. 
Another 
commentator 
arguing 
for the National Education Asso­ 
ciation’s plan for $25 - $100 a child 
from federal funds notes the fact 
that the Department of Health Ed­ 
ucation and Welfare request is for 
about 2% billion 
for fiscal 
1959 
while the total cost of the planned 
highway progress is to be 40 bil­ 
lion dollars.

more It is also comparing 
year with several years. 
It also neglects the fact that not 
all of the 40 billion will be federal 
money. 
It also neglects the fact that 
highways have a lot to do with 
getting children to school; 
also, 
that the request for 1959 is 302 
million dollars more than 
w a s 
spent in 1957. 
Various pressure associations in­ 
terested in water resources have 
made a great clamor over 
t h e 
“no new starts” proposal in 
the 
budget. These complaints 
h a v e 
met with 
sympathetic 
response 
from some senators and congress­ 
men from the reclamation states, 
even Republicans. 
Tw'o of the major “no 
n e w 
starts” are the Trinity Project in 
California and the John Day Dam 
en the Columbia River. Both 
of 
these might have been 
started 
long ago with the aid of private 
investors’ money under a partner­ 
ship plan but both have 
b e e n 
blocked by Democratic and Re­ 
publican politicians. 


THERE IS nothing strangling 
in the President’s proposals for 
water resource projects. The bud­ 
get 
provides 
for 
“conservatism 
and development of land and wa­ 
ter resources” the sum of 
333 
million dollars for fiscal 1959 and 
309 million for 1958. In 1957 less 
than 276 million was spent. 
Then, of course, farm senators 
are engaging in the annual head­ 
hunt against Secretary 
Benson. 
who is trying to reationalize sup­ 
ports. 
After 
these 
special interests 
have carried on a bit longer the 
President should really put 
the 
case before the country, a case for 
the priority of national over lo­ 
cal purposes and for safety over 
pork. 
He could very well turn the tide 
of popularity that at the begin­ 
ning of his sixth year seems to 
be running against him.

There ought to be a new medal 
pinned on the chest of Gen. Nathan 
F Twining, former chief of staff 
of the U.S. Air Force and now 
chairman 
o f 
t h e J o i nt 
Chiefs of Staff 
— a medal for 
courageous ex­ 
pression a n d 
d i stinguished 
service on the 
battle front of 
American poli­ 
tics. 
For 
he j 
has 
put into 
bold relief the David Lawrence 
dilemma of every general or ad­ 
miral who testifies before a con­ 
gressional committee — how to 
give needed information without 
himself becoming involved in the 
controversies of the civilian branch 
of the government. 
Gen. Twining the other day was 
discussing before the Senate sub­ 
committee on military prepared­ 
ness the tendency of the interro­ 
gators to demand opinions on the 
merits of the military budget and 
was decrying the effort to force 
the military officers to appraise 
the acts of civilian officials. He 
said: 
“To take the President’s final 
(budget) decision and turn it back 
at them (military chiefs) and say: 
‘Is this adequate?’ — I think that 
ought to be reconsidered because 
it puts the military man in a 
pretty tough seat . . . if he says it 
is inadequate, he just, I think, is 
approaching insubordination; 
and 
if he says it is adequate, he has 
more or less perjured himself.” 


CERTAINLY CONGRESS is en­ 
titled to every bit of information 
on military matters that it is possi­ 
ble for the executive branch of the 
government to give without violat­ 
ing security — and even confi­ 
dential 
data 
can 
be furnished 
in many instances in executive 
session. 
Gen. Twining is IOO per cent 
right when he objects to the pro­ 
cedure of committees in Congress 
in seeking to get, through the testi- 
money of military officers, infor­ 
mation that would reflect on the 
civilian officials who are the im­ 
mediate superiors of these same 
military commanders. 
There 
is, 
of course, 
nothing 
wrong in trying to elicit informa­ 
tion that exposes incompetency on 
the part of the civilian officials 
but there is a right and a wrong 
way to handle military officers in 
these ticklish matters. 
Thus, for instance, every chief 
of an armed service is usually 
asked to present his views in writ­ 
ing to the head of his service— 
the secretary for Air, or the sec­ 
retary of the Army or the secre­ 
tary of the Navy. 
These documents cover every 
conceivable phase of the problem 
o' military preparedness. Requests 
for appropriations are matters of 
record inside every department. 
If 
Congressional 
committees 
want this information, they can 


ask for a particular document from 
the civilian secretaries and can 
raise Cain with them if it is not 
forthcoming. But to cross-examine 
the military men and attempt to 
use them as a means of convicting 
their superiors of bad judgment 
or incompetence goes beyond the 
limits of proper procedure. 


THERE HAS never been a bud­ 
get prepared for the armed forces 
which military chieftains thought 
was “enough.” 
This is natural because they 
think of every conceivable con­ 
tingency that might find them 
without adequate manpower or 
weaoons with which to fight a war 
the next week. But, once they have 
presented their requests and have 
been asked to come up with their 
“minimum requirements,” it is up 
to the civilian secretary who un­ 
wisely pares such a budget to 
come before the committees of 
Congress and take the rap for it. 
The president himself isn’t sub­ 
ject to congressional summons but 
his civilian aides are available for 
testimony. All the political capital 
desired can be obtained through 
headlines that show the civilian 
secretaries to have exercised good 
or bad judgment, as the case may 
be, 
in 
their 
decisions 
on 
the 
budget. 
The Budget Bureau officials are 
likewise subject to interrogation by 
the committees of Congress. 
Why, therefore, put the military 
men on the spot and make them 
apoear to be insubordinate? 
The answer is that the congres­ 
sional committees think the public 
will be impiessed by the military 
men 
as disinterested witnesses. 
But the truth is some of them In 
the past have been forced to be­ 
come tactful avoiders of the truth 
and obvious defenders of the po­ 
litical administration they were 
serving. 


THE WAY to keep military men 
out of politics is for Congress to 
stop dragging them into politics. 
Gen. Twining’s protest is timely 
and, besides, why shouldn’t the 
secretary of the Army, the secre­ 
tary of the Air Force, the secre­ 
tary of the Navy and the secre­ 
tary of Defense 
stand up before 
congressional committees and de­ 
fend the budget and tell why they 
adopted every item in it or re­ 
jected other items? 
This is the customary way In 
parliamentary 
government. 
But 
the military, having once made its 
recommendations, must necessari­ 
ly carry out the final decisions 
and should not be subjected to in­ 
nuendoes of insubordination. 
The Democrats certainly ought 
to be in favor of such a course be­ 
cause so many of them agreed 
with President Truman when he 
dismissed 
a 
great 
general 
on 
grounds of “insubordination” just 
for writing a letter to a member 
of Congress which the general 
never intended to become public 
and which dealt in the broadest 
terms with defense problems in 
the Far East.

Toledo Publisher Receives 
Award For His Racial Stand 


TOLEDO. Ohio im— For sticking 


to his policy against racial identifi­ 


cation during a period of race ten­ 


sion here, publisher Paul Block 


Jr., Tuesday night received the 


annual public service award of the 
Northwestern Ohio Chapter of Sig­ 
ma Delta Chi. 
Block, publisher of the Toledo 
Blade, holds that criminal deeds 
are products of sick minds and 
environment, not of race. On that 
premise, he forbids racial identifi­ 
cation of criminals and suspected 
criminals in his newspaper. 
The policy was put to a severe 
test last fall when within three 
days 
a 
17-year - old 
minister’s 
daughter and a 27-year-old nurse 
reported they had been attacked 
by Negroes. 
In the wake of these and other 
reported incidents, racial prejudice 
mounted and some segments of 
the public complained about the 
Blade’s refusal to use racial iden­ 
tification. 
Then, 
several days later, the 
Blade published a story which it 
considered vindication of its stand.

atoms of processed hydrogen into 
one atom. This released a micro­ 
scopic amount of energy. 
But this microscopic 
amount 
may be of world-shaking signifi­ 
cance. 
The Harwell experiment, if it 


proves 
successful, 
as expected, 
will be the first time hydrogen 
energy has been tapped on a non­ 
explosive scale. Though H-power 
for industry may still be IO years 
of work away, this would be a 
major breakthrough 
Invited to tour Harwell — 55 
miles from London—with a party 
of newspapermen a while ago, I 
was surprised to find that I was 
not security checked.
